Come  with  us,  the  senior  class  of  1963,  to  recall  and  review  some  highlights  of  our 
high  school  career.  The  1959  school  term  began  with  the  installation  of  the  new  James

Marshall,  treasurer;  Laura  Brewer,  social  committee  chairman;  Mary  Mitchell, 
program  committee  chairman;  Florence  Kee,  reporter;  Benton  Burnette,  parliamentar¬ 
ian;  Victoria  Lyon,  invitation  committee  chairman;  Ruby  Carraway,  decoration  com¬ 
mittee  chairman.  In  the  spring  of  1961,  Dorothy  Amey,  Joy  Beale,  Natalie  Marshall, 
Mary  Mitchell,  Sandra  Wray  and  Nettie  Young  were  selected  as  probationary  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  Hillside  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society.  Mr.  John  H.
